ATLANTA, GA., 19th July, 1880.—Editors Con- 
stitution; I presume courtesy will allow me the 
use of your columns to answer the article in your

Governor Colquitt says: “As yeu remember, a re- 
port of a former committee was read at the last 
meeting afew weeks ago, on the day your com- 
mittee was appointed, which showed a complete 
examinaticn of my accounts with the Direct Trade 
Union and a settlement up te the date of the 
close of my active connection with the union. 
The committee of directors of the Direct Trade 
Union, on making their report after a careful and 
thorough examination of all money received and 
expended by me, not ouly decla my accounts 
correct, but went further and employed strong 
language of approval of my entire administra- 
tion as president and treasurer of the union.’’ 
He says the examination was up to the close of 
his active connection with the union... The re- 
port he alludes to was made on the lith of Au- 
gust, 1876. Governor Colquitt was not elected 
governor until two months after that committee 
reported, and was not inaugurated unfil five 
months after. He presided at the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders on the 4th of April, 1877, 


after he was governor, and when a resolutiof! was 
offered tu wind up the sompeny he made a speech 


urging the continuance of the unjon. He was 
re-elected president at that meeting, and again at 


a subsequent annual stockholders’ meeting. The 


pooks of the company will show that he has pre- 


sided at every mecting of the company since that 


time, except one held in Macon.

It 
says they examined the ‘books and youchers in 
the secretary’s office.’’ Itsays: “The account o1 
our worthy president, General A. H. Colquitt, re- 
flects g eat credit upon his unselfish devotion to 
our success. Without a salary, when his necessi- 
ties required him to have one, he labored in our 
cause and was only paid the amount of his very 
economical expenses when absént from home.’’ 
That account alluded to was the ‘'president’s 
expenses, $965.75,’’ which was on the secretary’s 
books. It was not the,‘*treasurer’s’’ accounts, for 
his ks were never before that or any other 
committee for examination. Therefore, you will 
see, from that report thatnot one word is said 
about examining A. H. Colquitt’s treasurer’s ac- 
countsand therefore Governor Colqnitt’s state- 
ment that his accounts as treasurer was found 
correct, is false. Atthe end of the report you 
emery 8 the following: ‘It will be seen that Pres- 
dent Colquitt drew .7%5 for expenses and no 
salary, while Secretary Paine drew $807.20 ex- 
penses and $2,800 salary.” There was no such 
panes as that inthe re: ort, and was added 
y some designing villain. The $2,000 secretary's 
salary is what wasdue the secretary up to that 
date, but the books will show that the secretary 
had only drawn from the treasury $1,400 of his 
salary and the other $1,400 was still due him. 
Governor Colquitt intimates that he may not 
get access to the books. He has never asked me 
to see the books, although my residence is within 
one hundred yards of his office, and on Saturday 
when his secretary, Colonel Avery, intimated 
that he wanted a copy of the report of the com- 
mittee, I immediately gave it to him. The 
books were at the meeting of the Mth ef June, 
1880, and are at the service of the committee at 
any and all times, Governor Colquitt, after 
severe comments upon my action in publishing 
the charges made before the directors on the 14th 
of June, 1880,says: ‘“‘The basenéts is palpable 
of his attempt to inject inte the public mind the 
pomos of a new and vile sland .r in the midst of a 
eated political contest.’’ I made most of those 
charges in: private letters written to A. H. Col- 
quitt, president, on the 28th of June, 1877: July 
1Zz, 1877; tober , 877: November

therefore be seen that I have been over three 
years endeavoring to get him to wind up Nis ac- 
counts without an exposure, and because it has 
come out at this time it is his fault and not mine.

_ The first witnesé éxamined was William 
Sinith Young, who stated that he had been 
a master and pilot for twenty 
years, and.at the time of the collision 
between the Stonington and Narragansett 


It |.was master of the latter, and held a license 


assuch. The trip oa which the collision 
occurred was the first and only trip on 
which he had commanded‘the Narragansett. 
He was only a pilot on board the steamer at 
the time of the collision. He handed in a 
written statement, which, after some dis- 
cussion, was received by the inspector, and 
which is in substance as follows: 

The Narragansett left New York at 5:06 p. 
m. I consulted with the pilot, Mr, Thomp- 
son what course we should steer, as the 
night bid fair w be foggy. I asked him at 
11:20 p.m. the time of night; he told me 
and said: “It is about time for the boats;’’ 
when in about eight minutes I sighted a 
bright light bearing 2}4 points on our star- 
board bow, from my position as I stood 
looking outofthe front window on the 
starboard side of the pilot house. At once 
I gave him two short blasts in quick suc- 
cession and said,“hard starboard.” At the 


same time I heard one faint blast from 
the approaching steamer. Then the signals 
from the other t were given so confused- 
iy that I could not tell if they were meant 
for one, two or three blasts, so I rang to slow 
and stop, sounding two blasts three times 
at intervals, distinguishable, then L raug to 
back.and gave three blasts twice. Ilalso 
eard three blasts from the other boat, 
which proved to be the Stonington striking 
us between forward gangway and starboard 
paddle-box. From the time of sighting to 
the time of the collision two or three min- 
utes elapsed. At the time of the collision 
I opened the railto see what damage was 
done, and turned and said to the pilot: 
“Let her go ahead wide open,” 
knowing she was pointed for the west 
end of the shoals and in the same breath | 
said, ‘Call the mates,’’ and Officer Field 
came to ask what he should do, I said, 
“Clear away and lower the boats a.d life- 
rafts as fast as possible.’’ First Officer Mow- 
ry inthe meantime was examining the ex- 
tent of the danger. The next officer who 
came to me was Purser Kiernan. I told 
him to call everybody and put on them the 
life-preservers. At that time First Officer 
Mowry canie to me and said, ‘‘Captain, she 
ismaking water very fast.’’ I said, ‘Call all 
hands and get the boats and life-rafts over 
as quickly as possible.’ During this 
time Mr. Thompson was in the_pilot house 
doing his duty there as long as he 
had steam to work with About eight, | 
ten minutes after the collision, a biaze 
was reported coming up from the port side 
of the smoke-stack. I told the bow watch 
to try and put itout. I turned and saw it 
was of no use to battle with the fire, I then 
ordered the bow watch to assist at lowering 
the forward. port boats as quickly as possi- 
ble, which was done successfully and . filled 
with ngers. One boat, number six, 
which I was told by the second officer and 
wheelsman was attempted to be lowered 
by the passengers, was swamped in lower- 
ing. After telling the boat watch to 
leave the fire and assist at lowering 
the forward port boat, I turned and 
went tosee if the forward starboard boat 
was being lowered, and in going stepped 
across the gap made by the collision with 
the Stonington outside of the hog frame, 
assisted at the lowering of the forward 
starboard boat, took in all the passengers 
that were on the hurricane deck forward of 
the wheel, pushed off and took in all I 
found in the water between the wreck and 
the steamer Stonington. After landing the 
boat load on the Stonington I returned, 
picking up several pefsons on my way back 
to the Narragansett. When there, I found 
a large number of passengers on the prome- 
nade deck at the boat, The Narragansett 
at this time being aground in five fathoms 
of water, the tide running’ very 
strong by her stern, made it diffi- 
cult to hold the life-boat up 
to it. I took on board, asking for ladies and 
children first, all that I thought was safe 
I told the remainder to ae cool, that an- 
other boat was coming behind us. They 
said “‘All right; for the boat had not set- 
tled any for some time. I started again 
for the Stonington, returning again to the 
wreck. Hesays: I made thorough search 
all around the water in the vicinity of the’ 
watch; neither found nor heard any one 
answer to my sbouts. I then returned and 
made fast to the wreck, and in company 
with my officers and their crews, remained 
there through the night. The captain also 
said one of the ladies, whom I afterwards 
learned was Mrs. Dix, clung to the network 
around the promenade deck to keep the 
other passengers from Overturning the boat, 
and showed me her hard burned until the 
skin was peeled. As we helped a man out 
of this buat into mine, he said, pointing to 
her: ‘She is the bravest woman /iying; she 
has held this boat to the wreck and has 
saved us all,’ which her burned hands 
showed. While giving my orders from the 
starboard side, near the pilot-house on the 
hurricane deck, where I remained the 
greater part of my time, knowing that my 
oflicers would come here first to tind me for 
orders without loss of time. Until I Jefs 
to launch the boat, nu one- was on the star- 
board side forward of the wheel-house, dur- 
ing which time the passengers came to me 
and asked assistance in putting on life-pre- 
servers, which I quickly gave, tying some 
around them. All of this time I 
had on my rough weather clothes; changed |

button on each side. Other officers werein a 
like condition—several in their shirt sleeves 
answering my cali for their watch below in 
the quickest manner, This doubtless led to 
the report that no officers were seen at the 
boats or helping the engers or heard 
them giving orders. My officers and crew, 
as far as 1 Know, and have heard, obeyed 
orders promptly and worked as quickly as 
possible under the circumstance:, to save 
our passengers from the most powerful 
elements, fire and water. Had it not been 
for the fire, I would have run the Naragan- 
sett on to the Cornfield shoals where she 
would not have sunk below her main deck.’’ 
At the close of Captain Young’s direct 
statement, he was closely questioned by the 
inspectors, and at the end of the morning 
session-his examination had not been con 
cluded» At the opening ofsthe afternoon 
session it was reporteil that he had been at- 
tacked with fever and ague, to which he is 
subject, and would be unable to appear. 
The second witness wag Geo. Findale,acting 
as chief engineer of the Narragansett at the 
time of the collision. He made a long 
rambling statement with many repetitions. 
The chief ae ge ofhis testimony were: The 
regular chief engineer of the Narragansett 
was absent in Hartford attending the United 
States court as witness. The engineer em- 
vores in his stead made the trip to New 
.York, June 10th and was taken sick before 
reaching there and wasso disabled as to 
be incapacitated. for the duty. 
sent word to Findale to this ef- 
fect but a few minutes before the steamer 
left on her fatal trip, and Findale told the 
captain there was not time to secure the

In ‘a short time I heard the 
sound of a . whistle coming 
neafer, and then altered our. course 
to the northwest, sa ing e man at the 
wheel that we ab o this togive them 
pletity of r6om. We-ran \ northwest about 
two or three minutes, when all of a sudden 
we heard two whistles fromthe other boat. 
We stopped and blew three whistles; saw 
ww light of the Narragansett and her 
dlight, evidently she was crossing our 
bow. Our wheel was put hard 
rt as s00n as we heard 
the two whistles. We wereso near together 
she did not have time to feel her rudder. 
We struck the Narragansett aft of the for- 
ward gangway. Orders were then given to 
call all hands and some of the bo2zts were 
lowered to rescue the passengers from the 
Narragansett. Soon after we struck we 
made an examination and found that the 
Stonington was leaking fast, but found we 
could nearly stop the leak by patching with 
canvas set boards The pumps were 
set, going immediately. At one time 
the water was upto the planks in the for- 
ward cabin. Four of our boats were low- 
ered to aid the Narragansett, one forward 
on the starbosrd. twoaft on the starboard 
side and one aft on the port side. We had 
seven boats and three life rafts; we did not 
think it best to lower all the boats as we 
might need them _ ourselves, We 
expected at one time to have 
to teach our boat at the nearest iand 
and some of the passengers clumored for 
me to do it. The three remaining boats 
were not swung out ready to lower, but 
their lashings were loosened... Do not know 
how many were rescued by our boats. After 
the collision the engine was stopped and 
the boats drifted apart, the Narragansett to 
the eastward and the Stonington to the 
westward. We probably drifted one-eighth 
of amile apart. I did not think it safe to 
go nearer the Narragansett, on account of 
the fire, but remained near the scene 
of the collision until 3 am.; 
let her drift during all this time. It was 
the last of the flood tide, and we drifted tu 
northward some distance. In these four 
heurs I don’t think we drifted a mile. The 
City of New York came alongside us and 
some of our passengers and some of those 
rescued from the Narragansett were trans- 
ferred to her. We returned to the 
Stonington and discharged the cargo and 
proceeded to New York to repair damages. 
The amount of damage I don’t know. I 
was in charge of the pilot house, but the 
first pilot was atthe amidship window of 
the pilot house where the man stands who 
runs the boat. He was in front of the 
wheel, I stood at his right hand. He was 
ranning the boat and giving the wheelman 
his course. After we had passed the oorn- 
field and were running west | told the wheel- 
man to haul up from west. to northwest. 
object. This was to give the other boat 
plenty of room. We passed the Boston un- 
der the general fog rule,,and heard her 
‘Whistle three or four minutes before We 
did not hear the Narragansett’s whistle un- 
til the Boston had gone by; heard the Rock 
Island’s whistle, but not that of the Hart- 
ford boat. We ran on 2 west course, prob- 
ably three minutex b@fore hauling to the 
north west. We were going 
at about nine miles an hour, 
but I don’t know how many revolutions 
we were making. Our full speed is about 
thirteen miles. When we stopped the en- 
gine we made part of aturn back. In an- 
swer to the question of the inspectors, the 


no difference between a fog whistle and one 
whistle on passing a boat to the right. 

The examination of Captain Nye, of the 
Stonington, was resumed. His testimony 
related almost entirely to the details of the 
management of the twosteamers just pre- 
vious to the collision, such asthe number 
of whistles blown, changes in the steamers’ 
courses, etc. He attributed thecollision to 
a mistake as to the Narragansett’s whistles. 
He said the S.onington was licensed to 
carry 580 passengers, but be always carried 
all who came regardless of the number, and 
he thought he would be discharged if he 
did not do so. 

Testimony was also taken of the wheels- 
man of the Stonington and bow-watchman 
of the Narragansett.

Macon and Branswick Railroad. 


The case of Alton Angier vs. Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad company et al. was called yes- 
terday in the United States circuit court before 
Judge Wm. B, Woods, and the hearing of the 
application for an injunction and receiver was 
ay ned until the 16th of September next. The 
ill is filed by the complainant on behalf of him- 
self and all oj the holders of the bonds of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad com y issued 
under an act of the legislature in 1870 and in- 
dorsed by the state. These bonds the state recog- 
nized as valid by a resolution of the legislature in 
1872, but subsequently repudiated her indorse- 
ment on the ground that it was not made in 
compliance with the provisions of the coustitu- 
tion of 1868. The state su uently seized and 
sold the road in 1875, buying in herself, and in 
1880 sold it to the present Macon and Brunswick 
railroad company. This case will bring up all 
the questions involved in the repudiation, in- 
cluding the questions as to the constitutionality 
of the state’s indorsement and the validity of 
their subsequent sales. The complainant was 
represented by Messrs. E. A. Angier and Alex, 
C. King. The road was represented by Messrs. 
Evarts, Southmayd & Choate, of New York; Judge 
W. 8. Chisolm, of Savannah, and Hon. N. J. 
Hammond, of Atlanta. We understand Coionel 
George 8S.

tition for the removal of the cause to this 
court, and is relied on at this hearing. It is 
as follows: “At the time the alleged kill- 
ing eaten ae 2 and all of them were 
officers ap under and acting by au- 
thority at the internai revenue laws of the 
United States; that they were deputy col- 
lectors of internal revenue in and for the 
second collection district of Georgia, which 
said collection district includes said county 
of Campbell, and that each of your peti- 
tioners were there, and then and there 
acting under color of said office and 
of said internal revenue laws, and 
that the act for the alleged com 
mission of which said afidavit was 
made, and said warrant of arrest was 
issued, was performed, if performed at all, 
in their own Mecessary self defense, and 
while engaged in the discharge of their du- 
ties as deputy collectors. of internal reve- 
nue, as aforesaid, and while acting under 
authority of said internal revenue laws 
of the United States as aforesaid, that what 
they did was done under and by right of 
their said office; thatit was their duty to 
seize illicit distilleries, and the apparatus 
that is used for the unlawful distillation of 
spirits, and that while attempting to seize 
such distilleries as aforesaid ‘in said collec- 
tion district,Jand in said northern district of 
Georgia, and being engaged in such attempt 
to seize said distilleries under and by au- 
thority of the revenue laws of the United 
States as such deputy collectors as aforesaid, 
tbey were nenamié ed and fired upon with 
guns and other deadly 
a number of armed men, and 
that in the defense of their. own 
lives they returned the fire of their assail- 
ants, which is the aileged murder men- 
tioned in said affidavit and warrant of 
arrest as aforesaid.”’ 

The testimony estaolishes beyond con- 
troversy the following facts: On the night 
of June 23d the defendants, ali of whem 
held commissions as deputy collectors of 
internal revenue for the second collection 
district of Georgia, and one of them, Rob- 
ert Bolton, also a commission as deputy 
took the 11 o’clock 
train on the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road from Atlanta for Red Oak, about 15 
miles distant. Their purpose was and their 
instructions were to traverse the country in 
the vicinity of Red Oak, to search for 
and destroy illicitstills. Violent resistance 
to the enforcement ot the internal revenue 
laws of the United States has not been un- 
common in the vicinity of Red Oak. This 
is shown by the following factsin evidence: 
Qne Eason, who was suspected of being a 
witness against violators of the revenue laws, 
had been murdered in that locality. About 
5 o'clock p. m., of Ayril 22d last, twoillicit 
stills belonging to one Brown, were seized 
in the vicinity of Red Oak, by a ‘party of 
revenue officers, and were carried off by 
them in the direction of Atlanta. The offi- 
cers were pursued as far as Hast Point, 
within six miles of Atlanta by an armed 
mob of between twenty and forty men. 


They passed up the road _ in 
pursuit, making threats against the officers, 
and it was declared inthe crowd that vo 
still should again be seizedin their neigh- 
borhood. In this party was Jones, the man 
who was killed on June 24th. 

In the latter part of May last John C, 


nue, seized near Red Oak, two stills, 6fic of | 
them running. The manin charge oi it 
fled toa house shouting for help, and fired 
agun. Immediately firing began in all 
quarters, and men with guns were seen 
runningin different directions, and the 
revenue officers thought it prudentto re- 
tire from that neighborhood, and did retire 
immediately. 

On June 16th last Hendrix, with a posse 
in search of illicit stills, while passing 
along the highway, about three miles from 


in the door of ahouse. He fired six shots 
with a repeating rifle. After proceeding 
about a quarter of a mile, Hendrix and his 
party were again fired into, at the same 
moment from three different directions, by. 
men in ambush. He concluded that his 
force was too weak, and abandoded the 
search for the still he was trying to find. 

Two of the defendants in this case were of 
the party of Hendrix's, and the facts of 
their assaults were. communicated by 
him officially to the 
the collector, and personally to the 
defendant Port. The _ reputation of 
the Red Oak neighborhood for violent resist- 
ance to the revenue law officers. was known 
to the defendants. On this occasion the 
defendants each carried a breech-loading 
carbine, and had a supply of loaded ear- 


tridges. 

During the night of June 23d, 
and before the day of June the 24th, 
Post, and his posse bad found and destroy- 
ed three distilleries, and before 12 0’cloc« of 
June 24 two more, all within three miles of 
Red Oak station. 

When halting for rest after daylight, a 
party of three or four armed men were 
seen in the vicinity of the revenue posse, 
one of whom dropped down behind a tree. 
Among them was Jones, the deceased. 
They attracted the attention of the revenue 
officers, who all sprang to their feet, and 
the men ran away. Whenever a halt. was 
made during the day the revenue posse put 
out pickets to guard against = rise and at- 
tack. About 2 o'clock, p m., of June 24tb, 
the defendants were inaceding along a 
public road in the direction of a still near 
Trimble’s mill, of which they had heard, 
and which it was their purpose to seize. 
The road was bordered on sides with 
woods and underbrush. Ata bend in the 
road the revenue party suddenly met five 
men, all armed, who levelled their guns 
upon thern. One of them was Jones, the 
deceased, another Ratteree, the third Ross, 
and theother two unknowa. Ross, who was 
a hittle in advance of the others, was ttaken 
into custody and told to come along with 
the reventie party and if found allright he 
would be set at liberty. He was disarmed. 
The other four men ran into the woods and 
disappeared, and as the revenue party ad: 
weaned oe the road, opened fire from 
ambush onthem. The guns of the revenue 
men were at this time empty, by the orders 
of Port, the officer in charge. They at 
once loaded and returned the fire, shooting 
rather at random at the spots where they 
saw the smoke of their assailants’ guns. 
After the firing had ceased the revenue men 
proceeded on their way and had advanced 
about two hundred yards further along the 
road, when they were again fired on from 
the underbrush, with which the road was 
skirted. About fifteen or twenty steps from 
the road wasa cotton field,“inclosed by a 
fence. The pee between the road and 
fence was thickly coyered-with underbrush, 
and it was from 4 covert that the fire upon 
the revenue men was delivered. Jones, who 
was afterwards killed, was seen to fire 
although oply a part ol ot his person was ex- 
vosed. When he fired he was about ten steps 
rom the fence and was seen to turn and 
run towards the fence. The fire of the party 
in the bushes was promptly returned by the 
revenue men, ae ot tht shots were 
discharged in e am ; 
then at once charged through the under- 
brush to the fence. Ratteree was found in 
the fence-corner outside the field wounded 
in the arm and finger.

on the revenue posse. The facts in my 
judgment, so far from showing that there 
is cause to suspect the revenue officers of 
the crime of murder, shows conclusively 
that they acted in self defense and that the 
homicide was justifiable.

If this be 
conceded, yet his arrest was no concern of 
Jones and’Ratteree and their comrades, and 
was no justificationor excuse for their firing 
upon the revenue officers.
